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A Lkoai SrEcci-ATtox bt a Military Max — Nk 
8 cto n CLTftA Cftcrin.tM — The National Intelligen- 
enr publishes what it term* an “able examination of 
the legality of the Mormon institution of Polyga- 
my," which, the public is informed, “was address- 
ad by an officer of tte army in Texas to his friend, 
a distinguished officer of tte army in Washington." 
The author of the paper ia evidently impresred with 
n just sense of the novelty of bis doctrine as well 
ns with a very vivid sense of iti importance “The 
opinion," he says, “has thus far prevailed among 
all who ore strict in con ft ruing tbe Constitution, or 
mother words, among a large majority of tbe nation, 
that even tbe abomination of polygamy m a Ter- 
ritory is too strongly intrenched under tbe rights cf 
squatter-sovereignty to te reached by any prohibi- 
tion of tbe general go vert mem. 1 be fruits brought 
forth, however, in Utah and Kansas by thi* kind of 
provincial independence, working under the imam, 
nity wherewith the ideas of tbe day invest it, wim 
us to seek diligently for some safe principle under 
which local abuses in tbe Teiritories may be curi«d 
without taking ground for unwarrantable inteifer- 
ence. New and untried it might te, but sound and 
constitutional it must l>e to take effect among a peo- 
ple so jealous as ours of aught that may compromit 
local inatitutions: yet there ia ruch a principle, never 
yet mentioned, so far as 1 know, in this connexion, 
which I belDva would afford the needful ground for 
action without stirring up in tbe most morbid mind 
its growing fears of Federal intervention." Tbe 
principle which conforms to these somewhat difficult 
•traditions be then states and illustrates aa follows: 

It is what, by a new application of an old term, 
might te called the common law of the ['titled ShUet. 

There are many legal utiociptes'and prints of law 
which are common to all tbe States, and have been 
vinca their existence, and which are *p dicable to 
all localitiev; and those, being the con.nton law of 
the Stales, must necessarily te the law of their com- 
mon dom ia. What is foroiddeu by law in at er r 
State cannot te legalized, and what i* allowed by- 
law or inteieot right ia all the State- cannot te re- 
strained in the Territorie*, which are theii joint 
poseeeuion. Tbit of course iurludes not political 
rights, which srs peculiar to State soveieignties, 
though common to them all, nor other things that 
are locsliv inapplicable; l.ut tbe point* of moral law 
and social right, oa which the Stateaare unanimous, 
salt every region. This principle his alway s been 
vaguely felt by tte people, and recognized to some 
extent in a social and practical, though not in a 
broad legal sense. I am no Dwyer nor much ac- 
quainted with the history of precedents, and I do 
not know that it has more tb in once been even par- 
tially or indirectly recognized by any court; but 
once, in a limited way, it was by tbe highest tribu- 
nal in an important case— thst of Dred Scott. The 
grounds on which tte decision therein wan made 
were not only that the right of property involved 
was constructively sanctioned by tbe constitution, 
but that it wav founded on what was originally tbe 
common law of the Sratoa or Colonic*, which had 
only bean locally repealed with regard to *ome of 
the S ale* and still had effect in tte Territories. 
Tte Federal Coostitulion merely reeognined what 
that common law had estobliahed, atd, bad it been 
silent onYbe subject, 1 believe the right would have 
been sustained by tbe same court s* one pre-exist- 
ent to the constitution and not repealed by it, That 
court, I opine, recognised but a viugle point in a 
principle of national law which has never yet come 
broadly before it; for if this common ltw of the 
.Stales it valid in a Territory as to a right of proper- 
ty, it must te valid as to rules of light and wrong 
which concern tte general welfare as dveplr aud 
ths people mom universally ; anti if a right of 
property becomes valid in a Territory because it 
once existed in all the States and still d >ei in a yor 
lltm, more surely ought any social right or inoral 
reztr ctionto tiecome valid in tbe Territories, when 
it nlwaye has, without iotanniosion ur exception, 
existed in all tte States. Polygamy it a crime bv 
the laws of nil tte States, and aver has lieen. No 
man, rich or poor, carries with him from any S‘at* 
to a Territory the ri^bt to a plurality of wiver; but 
every man, poor or rich, carries with biin a right to 
ooe wifc, which polygamy, as a monopoly of the 
rich, would impair; aimkevery woman so migrating 
carries with ter a right to that social equ-lity aud 
freedom which polygamy ia known lo destroy. Con- 
sequently, polygamy cannot te legalised in the com- 
mon domain, because repuguout to the comuion law 
of the States. 

If a Fedaral court could no‘, merely on this de- 
duction, punish it as a crime, it could, I believe, on 
this alone pronounce on its illegality and release 
tbore who are oppress d or restrained l.y it, and that 
to this extent the difficult matter of polygamy is 
reached by Dw already. 

What is by the Constitution of tbe Union or tbe 
uni venal law of the uation unlawful iu its common 
domain the common government of tbe Union has 
a right to prohibit aud consequently punish. Con- 
grass could not exempt a Territory from the com- 
mon law of the Stales, because no such powers, 
express or implied, were granted to it; but when 
once that common law is recognized. Congress has 
tbe mine implied right and duty to carry it out in 
the Territories which it has to provide them with 
executive and judicial offices, with garrisons, and 
other means of order and safety. 

Ws perceive, on a hasty inspection, only two ob- 
jections to this reasoning; but they, we confess, are 
tolerably grave uues. The argument contains a 
serious blunder in point ef fact, and, iiideiiendently 
of that, is a palpabls fallacy . It ia partly untrue, 
end wholly inconsequent. In the first place, the 
opinion of the Court in the Drvd Scott esse does not, 
either in whole or in part, tern tbe “right of prop- 
erty involved'' on “what was originally the common 
law of tbe States or Colonies, ’k The opinion of tbe 
Court does not even call in this pecnlDr sort of 
“common law" to fortify tbe constructive sanctiou 
af the Constitution. It does not admit that the 
sanction given by tte Federal Constitution to tbe 
right of property in eiavee It constructive. Quite 
the contrary. “The right of property in s slave,” 
says the opinion, “a dMIiutly nml erpret.dy a firmed 
ia Ike ComMtlatum .“ Tbe author ef the paper in 
question seems to have confounded the historical 
argument of the Court against ■ egro citizenship 
with the argument in favor of the right of property 
fa slaves. Tha mistake ia material. The opin- 
ion of tte Court unquestionably does refer to the 
laws of tbe eeversl States previous to the or- 
ganization of tbe present government for the 
purpose of showing that negro citizenship is not 
contemplated by tho constitution; hut it does this 
merely as a means of ascertaining tbe true intent of 
that instrument, not for the sake of adding anything 
to It, or of deriving any extra or md*pebdeiit power. 
The laws uf the States of the Confeilrratinn are 
cited for tte light they throw upon the nieaniug of 
ths constitution, not on account uf the -light sal 
validity they possets or are suppo-iei to potsess at 
present. The argument of tbe Court on ibis point 
it simply one of construction, having so relation 
whatever to any substantive power lying behind or 
beyond toe strict letter of the constitution. It 
doesn't peep or glance in that direction. Nor is 
there the remotest likelihood that the opinion of any 
respectable tribunal ever will. For, in tbe second 
place, tbe entire argument of the paper is an Incu- 
rable, transparent fallacy. The alleged principle 
which underlies it is a patent illudon. 

All tte powers tha Federal Government possesses 
in the Territories of the Union or elsewhere are de- 
rived from tte Constitution and tte laws enacted in 
pursuance thereof. This proposition Is undisputed 
and indisputable. It is and has always teen af- 
firmed uniformly by all grades of authority under 
tha Government. It is dwelt on with very especial 
emphasis fa tte Dred Scott decision. “The power* 
of the government and the rights and privileges of 
the citizen," says tbe coart in that case, “are regu- 
lated and plainly defined by the Constitution itself. 
An-I when the Territory hecomet a part of the Uni- 
ted .States, the Federal government enters into pos- 
ses* ion fa tha character impressed upon it by those 
who created it. It enters upon it with its powers 
over the citizen strictly defined, and limited by the 
Constitution, from which it derives iu own exist- 
ence, and by virtue of which aiuue it continues lo 
exist and act as a government and sovereignty. It 
has no power of any kind beyond it; and it cannot, 
when it enters a Territory of the United States, put 
off its character, and assume discretionary or des- 
potic powers which the Constitution has denied to 
it.” But it ia superfluous to cite authority ia sup- 
port of to evident a proposition. Tbe fact it em- 
bodies is of tte very esaeuce of tte government. 
If, however, as tbe author of the paper in hand 
oracularly asserts, “tte common law of the States 
must necessarily te tbe law of their common do- 
main," and “the common government of tte Union 
has a right to prohibit and conaequ sntly panisb” 
what that “common law” forbids, the Federal Gov- 
ernment of necessity possesses powers in tte Ter- 
ritories which ueither the Constitution nor the law s 
made in pursuance of it confer — powers derived, in- 
dependent!'- of both, from tbe concurrent laws of 
the several State*. If tbe doctrine of the paper is 
sound, the “common Dw of tbe States” it not only 
a source of Federal power, but a soure* of equal 
dignity with the Constitution itself — a heresy too 
monstrous to need refutation. 

AU legislative power, granted in tbe Couetitution, 
to ounsider the subject under another aspect, is vest- 
ed in Cougreas. But if, according to tbs reasoning 
of this paper, tte “couimou Dw of the States” is of 
equal force with tte laws of Congress, the Constitu- 
tion is a mockery. Congress, in this view, share* 
the legislative power of the nation with the several 
States acting concurrently together. If there ia 
any force iu the argument, it goee to revive the old 
Confederation, giving us two different and conflict- 
ing national governments at once. The thiog is not 
merely unconstitutional, hut silly and absurd beyond 
exprersiou. The simple coincidence of tbe legisla- 
tion of tbs several Stoles manifestly invests such 
legislation with no higher quality of validity than 
attaches generally to all mere State legi-lation. 
The legislation of each State stands on Us own liot- 
tom, and exhausts itself within iu own limiu, 
whether it coincides with ths legislation of other 
States or not. There is nothing valid or vital in a 
coincidence. Coincidences are fit only to be the 
stumbling-block* of old women and children. They 
are tbe snares of inquisitive simplicity. A nisn of 
sense should blush to become their dupe. The laws 
of a single 8u‘e are just as much the Uws of the 
Union as tte coincident laws ef all tte States seve- 
rally are — no less, no more. Congress, under the 
Conetitutiou, D tte exclusive legislative organ of 
1 tbe nation, and tbe several States concurrently a re 
as impotent to wield iu high prerogative as any one 
of them singly is. Tbe States severally can by no 
degree of concurrence elevate their volitions to the 
height of the national will. The idea that they can 
fa as falae iu reason as it ia in law. We are amazed to 
find aa American officer of education and intelli- 
gence capable uf entertaining it. We ere not only 
amazed, bat, indeed, et good patriots, somewhat 
chagrined. The army, even tbe American army, 
has never stood peiticnlerly high as a school of 
civil discipline, and most certainly the paper tt> | 



which we are referring is not adapted to improve its 
character in this respect. In contemplating the 
writer's egregious misconception of the whole spirit 
and texture of oar system of govsrnment, the pub- 
lic may well te tempted to exclaim, “Let the soldier 
stick to bis sword.” 

Such , however, we should confess, are the fantastic 
inventions, and we have indicated simply the more 
radical and fatal absurdities of tbe present one, to 
which ingenious but inexperienced men are u< cesaari- 
ly exposed by tbe prevailing dogma of squatter sov- 
ereignty . Feeling the uigent practical necessity in 
many cases of Congressional interposition in the 
Teiritories, and encountering the lion or jickaea uf 
squatter-sovereignty in tbe way, they resort to every 
conceivable subtlety fa order to reach tbe desired 
goal without disturbing the scurvy genius of tte spot. 
They are incessantly seeking by some trick of logic 
or of tew to reconcile tbe aovereignty of tte people 
of the Territories with the sovereignty of Cong re ss 
aj the representative of tbe nation. As their aim 
is preposterous, no wonder that their expedients are 
uruxlly ridiculous, and never effectual. Nothing 
tetter could be expected from even wiser beads. 
1’be real difficulty lies in a lack of public nerve. 
Let all honest inquirers after a just policy ia this 
matter spurn the w retched dogma of sqaatter-sov- 
ereignty from their path with tuitahle spirit, 
and the problem is solved. It surely deserves to 
te spurned with tbe almost possible contempt. A 
v iler, dirtier, or more contemptible heresy was nev- 
er conceived even in the fertile anil vulgar brain of 
Loeofocoism. loit it te spumed, then, scornfully 
trampled upon, and the ancient, the true policy 
frankly re-asserted. Let Congress he called on to 
manfully assume, as in days peat, its full constitu- 
tional responsibility iu tbe matter of toe Territories, 
and, in legislating for them, when it thinks proper 
to legislate for them at ail, to exercise fretly but 
justly and discreetly, wbat it unquestionably pos- 
sesses, tbe “combined pswers of tbe General end 
Btote governments." Let tha policy of tte consti- 
tution, of the founders of tte government, of tte 
statesmen of all parties and sections from the era of 
Jeffereon and bis compeers down to the era of Caas 
and hi*, te earnestly and widely invoked, l-et the 
nation te rallied with spirit to the vindication of its 
own rights in its own Territiries. 

Not hv any means that we would have the 
people of the Territories, as a general thing, 
deprived of the privilege of governing themselves 
in their own way, for in practice we believe tte 
concession of a modified power of seM’-govern- 
meot to te in the main the most expedient; but we 
would have them, while they remain in tbe Terri- 
torial condition, to hold and exercise that privilege 
under tbe vigilant supervision of Congress as well 
as a lively and ever present svnse of their accounta- 
bility to that aujnst representative of the whole 
country. We would have squatter-sovereignty, ao 
far as a wi-e discretion may permit the existence of 
the thing, distinctly put on the basis of expedienry, 
and not of rir/kt. Ws would have Congress, as tbe 
agent of tbe trus sovereign, tbe American pet pie, 
stand up I oddly to its constitutional duties in the 
Territories, and not c. evenly dodge or shirk them, 
as it has done of fate. We wodUl have it faithfully 
maintaiu the rights and dignity of its priLcipsL In 
tine, we would have it on all proper occasions assert 
peeitively Us legal and rightful supremacy ia the 
Territories of the Unioo, as that sapremsc/ ws* 
understood by the higher and more tranquil 
intellects of the post. Let Congrei* do this, 
and the extirpation of polygamy in Utah will no 
longer const itute am resolvable problem in our poli- 
tic*. Tbe foul anomaly will vanish at once before 
the most familiar operationsof government. It is a 
disgrace to American statesmanship that there oper- 
ations have not been direct! d against it long ere 
this. Tbe delinquency is ooe of the most odious of 
llie many disgraceful results for which we are in- 
debted to the pestilent sectionalism which for the 
last few years ha9 marked our political struggles.

Netr Attaint/ Tribune. 

Our friend of the Tribune seams quite proud be- 
cause he has teen to'd (on what authority?) that a 
couple of IndDnians, with s nigger and a csrpet-lmg 
of weapons, choosing a dt_y whan tbe people of 
Brandenburg were off at a bartecue, went to the 
Brandenburg j ail, where they found only a woman 
and an unaimed young man, committed tbe peniten- 
tiary crime of forcibly releasing a couple of men 
from tbe custody of tbe Dw, and took them across 
tha river. It is stated thit, on their way to tbe river, 
they met two parties of men who fled before their 
pistol*, bat probably this is not true, and, if it is, 
the “parties" no doubt consisted of not more than 
two or three potsons, all unarmed. It is alleged 
that tbe IndDnians were fired at by a party on tha 
bank when they were a hundred yards out upon the 
river, but we presume that this bank -party, if there 
was one, was just atiout as Urge as the others, and 
we are not told whether tbe fowliag-piece ( we guess 
there were not more than one if there wsre even so 
many ) was charged with rquirrel-sbot or mustard- 
seed. We suppose we shall next hear sums of ths 
Indiana editors boasting that a couple of chivalrir 
Hooiiers, longing for glory aud some thiog good to 
eat, have made a foray, with a bag of revolvers, 
into an evacuated Kentucky town, and, gallantly 
entering a poultry-yard in open defiance of tte old 
gobbler, actually carried off a dozen young turkeys. 

Tbe Tribune says that old Mr. David B dl and 
one of bis soo*, the late prisoners, were origiaally 
kidnapped in Indiana and taken to Brandenburg on 
tbe mere euspiciou, founded on no evidence, oi 
their having aided runaway slaves. If this is true, 
their discharge and the punishment of tbe kidnap- 
per* might have bean procured by Dw without a 
resort to j tii-braakiug.
